Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs  .Lew  is  and  Gentlemen, 

It  is  with  much  pleasure  that  I present  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  of  your  district  for  the  year  19o2. 

The  health  generally  throughout  the  district  has 
been  good.  Little  anxiety  has  been  caused  by  infectious 
diseases  during  recent  years  although  two  new  cases  of 
tuberculosis  were  notified  during  19o2,  but  during  the  out- 
break of  smallpox  which  occurred  in  the  spring  one  contact 
had  to  be  kept  under  surveillance  but  this  outbreak  of  small- 
pox made  one  realise  how  important  it  is  that  all  infants  are 
vaccinated  so  that  some  definite  immunity  exists  in  the  coun- 
try as  a whole. 


Housing 


Apart  from  the  Newport  area  the  housing  situation  in 
the  are  is  reasonably  satisfactory,  the  Council  having  built 
houses  in  all  the  larger  villages,  and  a number  of  cottages 
have  been  modernised  by  means  of  Improvement  Grants.  However, 
there  is  no  doubt  that  there  is  still  a demand  for  Old  Folks* 
Bungalows.  Unfortunate ly , elderly  folk  rarely  put  their 
names  on  a housing  list  until  suitable  property  has  become 
available . 

Again  I should  like  to  emphasise  how  important  a part 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  -plays  in  the  maintenance  of  the 
conditions  suitable  for  healthy  living.  Much  work  has  been 
done  to  implement  the  recommendations  made  under  the  Food  and 
Hygiene  regulations  and  conditions  have  improved. 

I should  also  like  to  take  this  opportunity  to  thank 
the  members  of  the  Council  and  its  officers  for  their  contin- 
ued courtesy  aid  co-operation  and  to  include  in  this  my 
thanks  to  my  clerk  for  all  her  help.

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The  infant  mortality  rate  shows  a slight  increase 
this  year  but  remains  lower  than  that  for  the  County.  There 
were  4 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age;  3 from  con- 
genital malformations  at  2 days,  9 months,  and  2 months,  and 
the  fourth  from  pneumonia  at  9 weeks.

The  general  death  rate  remains  higher  than  the  rate  for 
the  County  and  for  the  country  as  a whole,  showing  a slight  in” 
crease  again  this  year.  Out  of  the  total  of  133  deaths,  43 
were  due  to  heart  disease.  Approximately  304  of  the  total 
number  of  deaths  were  of  persons  aged  70  years  or  over,  and  of 
these,  44.944  were  of  persons  aged  over  80  shears.

TUBERCULOSIS 

1 death  from  respiratory  tuberculosis  occurred  this 
year  in  a man  aged  80  years,  1 new  case  of  respiratory 
tuberculosis  was  notified  during  the  year  and  1 w as  trans- 
ferred from  another  area.  There  was  also  1 case  of  tuber- 
culosis affecting  other  organs(glands  of  neck).

and  school  leavers  (i.e.  pupils

in  the  district.  During  1962,  3 contacts  and  57  school 
leavers  were  vaccinated.  The  Chest  Physician,  Dr. Llewelyn 
Davies,  also  vaccinates  contacts  at  the  Chest  Clinic.

Both  vaccination  against  smallpox  and  immunisation 
against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  are  carried  out  at  the 
clinics  and  by  the  local  practitioners,  who  are  paid  by  the 
County  Council  on  receipt  by  your  Iledical  Officer  each  quart 
er  of  the  record  cards. 


VACCINATION  AGAINST  ROLIOnfBLITfCS 

During  1962,  the  County  Health  Authority  changed  over 
from  using  the  Salk  vaccine  to  the  Sabin  vaccine,  which  is 
given  orally.  This  method  has  been  found  to  be  effective 
and  is  much  appreciated  by  patients  and  their  parents.
